Pitiable Condition of the Bicyclists 


in the Last Day of the Race. 


Score This Afternoon. 


New York. Dec. 11.—The last day of the 


great bicycle race is here, and tho scenes 
ftt Madison Square garden are approach- 
ing those of a mad bouse. The leaders la 
the race are in a pitiable condition, one 
of them beingentirely out of his head and 
delirious, and the others but little better. 


When the last day of the six-day 


bicycle race at Madison Square garden 
opened today Miller appeared a sure 
winner. With the exception of some 
serious accidents to the leader it was evi- 
dently impossible for anyone to overhaul 
the Chicago German. 


A hard struggle was in progress through 


the night and early morning for second 
place. Kice, the Wilkesbarre boy, de- 
spite the fact that he has been in great 
pain and by no mens himself the last 24 
hours, keeping right on, but Schinner was 
pursuing him like the wind. 


Hale, who has been gradually gaining 


upon Sohinner, was in good shape. _The 
winner of last year's contest showed few 
signs of the strain which he had under- 
gone. Waller will probably secure fifth 
place. 


About 3000 persons stayed ali through- 


out the night at the garden and watched 
the 15 men iu their remarkable exhibition 
of human endurance. Beyond the fre- 
quent falls there were no exciting inci" 
dents. 


As the hours dragged slowly on and the 


haggard riders neared their goal, their 
mental condition became worse, 
Kice 


was raving nearly all the time. 
He 


thought he had lost Ills eyes. He grew 
angry with his trainers because they 
would not give him tissue paper to fill up 
the eye sockets. 
Miller seems as strong as ever and his 


mental condition was fairly good. Off his 
wheel, however, Milter is aa week as a 
little child. About 11 o'clock Rice con- 
fided to his trainers that one side of his 
head was coming oif. He insisted that he 
would lose it., So a large bandage was 
tied around his head, the poor follow 
seemingly to be satisfied.

New York, Dec. 11.—The great six day

Miller still retains his lead 
of nearly 100 miles over Rice, the Wilkes- 
barre miner. At midnight he was some- 
thing like 235 miles ahead ot the world's 
lecord, and with 24 hours to spare he 
had covered a distance up to within a 
few miles of the great record established 
by Hale last year of 1900 miles. 


Thy great sui prise of the night was die 


retirement of Hlvierre, the Frenchman. 
He is believed to be actually out of has 
mind. He is in a pitiable condition, and 
is now under the care of physicians. 
Like most of the others In the race, 
Rivierre has given evidence during1 ths 
frightful contest of having partly lost 


his mind. The awful strain after the 
first day of riding had in a measure men- 
tally unbalanced him, and yesterday af- 
ternoon he leaped from his wheel and 
made an assault on an imaginary foe in 
one of the boxes, swearing and jabber- 
Ing in his native tongue. His trainers 
rushed to him and put him on his wheel, 
but after malting a few more laps he re- 
peate'i the performance with even more 
in' j rage than he had at first dis- 
played. The result was that Rlvierre 
had ag-ain to be tak<en from the track. 


But Miller, that wonderful specimen 


of physical development, still ploJs 
aJong. He has ground out more miles 
in a given time on a wheel than any man 
has before. He has subsisted under the 
most telling strain with less sleep than 


,' was thought possible for any man, and 


with it all an examination of him last 
right by the police surgeons disclosed 
the fact that las condition was normal, 
and that with the exception of muscular 
soreness andxa slight dead-ness of the 
limbs he was in excellent condition, and 
would be able to continue to the end with- 
out much danger of collapse. 


Rice, who is second man in the con- 


test, though nearly 100 miles t>ehia<» the 
leader, Is standing by his colors with 
dogg-ed determination. It was said dur- 
ing the day that ho had asked to be taken 
off, but the manner in which he has been 
riding through the night shows that he 
Is in. to stay to the end. His trainers 
think that he will be much nearer the 
Chicago man at the end of the next 12 
hours than he is at present. At all events 
he got rid of a dangerous rival when 
Rlvierre left the track. For hours it 
had been nip and tucK with Oiese two, 
at one time the one leading and at an- 
other the other. Rice's physical condi- 
tion is also announced to be goo'd. 


Hale, with plenty of slee-p compara- 


tively speaking, has the best appearance 
of any man in the circle. He has really 
taken things leisurely, but, nevertheless, 
ait the present writing he is nearly 40 
miles ahead of his record of last year. 


The police authorities insisted upon 


examinations being made of the men by 
the police surgeons. The result was'a 
re-port which, so far as statistics go, 
showed a very satisfactory condition of 
affairs, except in the case of Rivlerre. 
Officially this report "goes," as it were, 
but it gives not the faintest idea of what 
the real condition and appoararaee of the 
majority of the riders are. They are 
all strong enough to go on with their 
pedalling until midnSgTit tonight, and it 
is not likely that there will be further 
withdrawals, unless for cause of acci- 
dent unless another of the ambitious 
riders goes insane.

Speecli of an Enemy of 'Civil Service 


Beform Caused Amtisement. 


When Governmental Receipts 


Will Exceed Expenditures. 


Oingley Bill to Meet Expectations the Next 


Fiscal Year. 


Dec. 
11.—During the 


flve-minute debate in the house Friday, 
Mr.- Linney of Nortli Carolina, made an 
argument In. favor of overthrowing the 
civil service law, which set the galleries 
In a roar. He believed that the spoils 
belonged to the victors, li. was the only 
way to succeed. He flourished aloft a 
picture from a comic paper representing 
New York overrun by Tammany tigers. 
He had never heard anything particular- 
ly good of Tammany, except that it was 
vouched for by Amos Cummings, yet 
Tammany had prevailed against all the 
forces of good government. It was in- 
vincible, omnipotent. Why? Because 
it respected Its frienda "Look at this 
picture," he shouted—"the tigers sur- 
rounded by myriads of lltftle tigers. How 
AvouJd the tiger look surrounded by 
monkeys and mice?" He eulogized tha 
stalwarts of the party who had "btuclt 
to their fraends." 


All amendments offered, 
including 


those announced by Mr. Allen, were 
voted down or ruled out on points of 
order. 


Mr. Sullivan of Mississippi, in support 


of an argument against the payment of 
pensions to those who were wealthy and 
did not need them, quoted at length Irom 
an article recently written by General 
Boynton, whose testimony against the 
abuses in the present system, he said, 
was entitled to respectful consideration 
by the ottrer side. 


Mr. Johnson of Indiana, in defence o{ 


civil service reform, which, he said, was 
being attacked on this floor by members 
from the president's own state, 
le- 


Iterated his own statement of the other 
day, that civil service reform was an 
essential principle of republicanism. He 
referred to the declarations of Republi- 
can conventions and, alter leading from 
the platforms adopted at national Re- 
publican conventions for 20 years,, said: 
"I believe any bright boy, no matter how 
humble in origin, who does not happen 
to have a political pull, should be al- 
lowed to demonstrate his fitness for 
office, and the office should not be served 
to the son of some man who happens 
to control a few votes which can ' 
used to shape the destiny of some can- 
didate for office." (Great applause). 


KELSON DINGLEY, JB. 


Mr. Sims of Tennessee expressed the 


opinion that the Dingley law would not 
supply a suflcient revenue for the in- 
creasing pension expenditures. 
These 


remarks drew out an important state- 
ment from Mr. Dingley regarding tha 
prospective revenues and expenditures 
for the coming fiscal year. Preliminary 
to the statement, Mr. Dingley gave a 
new interpretation of the estimated in- 
crease in pension expenditures, con- 
tending that the maximum was reached 
In 1893, when the 
pension payments 


reached $159,000,000. 
In 1894 they fell 


to $141,900,000; in 1895, $141,000,000; 1896, 
$139,000,00, and in 1897, $141,000,000. 
If 


the expenditures for pensions during the 
next fiscal year should be $148,000,000, 
Its had been estimated, the increase, 
Mr. Ding-ley said, would not be due to 
legislation, but to more rapid admin- 
istration of the present laws. 
It would 


therefore Involve no additional expense 
In the end. 


The question as to the revenues and ex- 


penditures for the next fiscal year was 
a practical one which congress had to 
face. 
The statement of the secretary 


of the treasury, he said, had caused 
much misapprehension owing to the fact 
that under a new provision of law he 
had been obliged to include in his esti- 
mates of expenditures $73,<IOO,000 for pub- 
lic works which neither he nor the sec- 
retary of war nor any other well-in- 
formed person believed would be ex- 
pended. 
Counting this, the estimated 


deficit will be $21,000,000. 
The speaker 


said he violated no confidence when hs 
said that the secretary of the treasury 
and the president were confident that 
the receipts next year would exceed the 
expenditures. 


Mr. Dingley took it for granted that 


congress would exercise reasonable econ- 
omy. 
It was not to be expected that the 


expenditures for public works next year 
would exceed $30,000,000. 


Mr. Dingley pointed out the fact that 


the actual cost of the administration 
of the government, the ordinary expenses 
per capita, had remained about station- 
ary for many years. 
The cost was 


about $2.50 per capita. 
At the present 


time the expenditures were slightly in 
excess of $5, but $2 per capita went for 
pensions and about 50 cents for interest 
on the public debt. 
The estimate of 


the ways and means committee had been 
that Uia tariff law, with other receipts, 
would bring in an income of $5 1-S per 
capita, and Mr. Dlngley declared that 
when the expenditures were brought 
within that limit there will be no dif- 
ficulty. 
The estimated deficit for the 


coming year, not counting the money 
obtained and to be obtained from the 
Pacific railroads, was $28,000,000 
Tho 


anticipatory importations had, llr. Ding- 
ley saad, placed in the treasury be- 
fore July 1, $38,000,000. 
These impor- 


tations'tad reduced the deficit last year 
from $56,000,000 to $18,000,000, inasmuch 
as the importations were for consump- 
tion this year Mr. Dingley contended 
that in equity that sum should be prop- 
erly charged to the receipt* of the cur- 
rent year. 
If they were so charged, 


Instead of a deficit tftere would he a 
surplus this year of $10,000,000. 
Mr. 


Ding-ley figured out a surplus of ex- 
actly that amount ($10,000,000) for the 
coming year. 
He described the steady 


manner in which the revenues had been 
Increasing at the rale of one or two mil- 
lions a month. Although December was 
generally a bad month for importations, 
they 
would 
increase (torn 
$25,000,- 


if the increase tor the fir » nine days of 
000 in November to $27^*90,000 in De- 
cember. 
When he confidently predicted 


that the effect of the anticipatory rev- 
enues would all be overcome during the 
fiscal year, and that after May or June, 
1898, the revenues would exceed tire ex- 
penditures, the Republican side broke 
into repeated cheers. 


When pressed by Mr. Richardson of 


Tennessee for an opinion as to the time 
when the full effect of th'e new sched- 
ules would be manliest, Mr. Dinglfcy re- 
plied that the date must necessarily be 
problematical, but for practical pur- 
poses, looking to the period when the 
revenues would be ample, he unhesitat- 
ingly fixed the end of this fiscal year. 


When Mr. Bailey of Texas asked if 


the secretary of the treasury was not 
concealing a deficiency by counting the 
receipts from the sale of the Union Pa- 
cific as miscellaneous receipts, Mr. Ding-- 
ley responded that the only proper place 
fur this item was in miscellaneous re- 
ceipts, and he had excluded all considera- 
tion of the Pacillo road receipts in 
his statement. 


"Surely," said Mr. Bailey, "you do 


not Credit your tariff bill with the re- 
ceipts from the sale of the Union Pa- 
cific road?" 
Mr. Dingley disclaimed 


any such purpose. 
Then Mr. McMillan took a, hand in 


asking questions. 
"If revenues will 


poon meet expenditures," he asked, "why 
do you not use some of the surplus to ex- 
tinguish the public debt?"

Strong Demand In Fall Eirer to 


Beduce Salaries, 


Possibility of a Conference on 


the Wage Question. 


Print Cloth Market Not Influenced by the 


Announcement. 


Fall River, Mass., Dec. 11.—Until the 


new wage schedule ordered 
by the 


manufacturers has been issued, there 
will be little change in the situation in 
this city. No meeting of the committee 
to which the matter %vas referred hag 
been called, but one probably will be 
early next week. 


Meantime, speculation is wholly as to 


what the recommendation of the com- 
mittee will be. Tho feeling in favor of 
a ooniference of the manufacturers and 
representatives of the labor unions is 
g-alndmg strength, and there Is a strong 
probability that the committee may 
recommend such action that the true 
condition of affairs may be understood 
by the operatives. The same result may 
be obtained through the agency of an 
address, though the former method ia 
considered by many manufacturers to 
be the more advisable. 


The demand for a general cutdown, If 


any is to be made, which will include 
agent* <uad superintendents, is evidently 
to be an issue upon which the operatives 
will center much of their opposition, and 
it is believed by many tbart such a re- 
duction would avert a strike, at least un- 
til some future time. It is known that 
some members of the committee favor 
this plan on the ground that it will do 
much to better the feeling which is 
bound to be strained because of the re- 
duction. It is certain that the commit- 
tee will prepare a-n entirely new schedule 
and it will probably be the most com- 
plete of any ever Issued by the manu- 
facturers' association. 


The Seaconnet mill is likely to be an 


important factor in the situation, as its 
mang-ers are opposed to a cutdown and 
will probably continue to run-under the 
present schedule, should the new ons 
result in a strike. The Seaconnet is not 
a member of the association. 


The announcement of the manufac* 


turers that they propose to reduce the 
cost of production by-cutting wages has 
not influenced the cloth market as yet 
to any appreciable extent, and the re- 
port for the week differs little from that 
of previous weeks. The production has 
been normal, 230,000-pieces, with sales of 
162,000 pieces, M odds, of.whlch 69,008 are, 
for immediate and 93,000 for future de- 
livery. The stock of goods orrhan<Mias 
been increased about €0,000 pieces during^ 
the week, and the storehouses now con- 
tain in, the aggregate about 
1,700,009 


pieces about equally divided'between 
odds and reg~ulars. The market is quiet- 
at 2^4 cents, 


Stetson Case Again. 


Boston, Dec. 11.—ArooHier chapter ofi 


the famous Johiri'Stetsonnwill case will 
be beg-un next Monday, when the full 
bench of the supreme judicial court will 
hear the appeal of Adalh Richmond from 
the decfisioni of Judge Morton, of tlhe su- 
preme court, thatsb& wasinot the widow 
of Joiha Stetson. TMs decision was ren- 
dered last April In tl«M;aseof Charles-H. 
Patt« vs. Adah. Richmond. At that time 
Miss Richmond claimed that she was 
rot required at that hearing: to establish 
more than a prima facie case, and that 
the evidence introduced at that time 
was sufficient for that purpose; but the 
court decline to rule th-us, and held 
that while "she is mot bound lo-establish 
conclusively that there was a valid 
marriage subsisting at the death of Mr. , 
Stetson," yet tlhat "it should appear 
with at least a reasonable degree of'cer- 
tainty that such was the case," and 
found,' upon all the evidence presented, 
that such degree of certainty was not es- 
tablished.

THAT TRADING STAMP TRIAL, 


Pitfsfield Court Puts It Off Till Next 


Monday Because of Lawyer's 


Absence. 


There v a' a fair representation of busi- 


ness men j« the district court of PittsfleW 
Friday morning: when a test ot the legality 
ol the trading stamp scheme which was 
r -ceatly put in operation in that city was 
to be made. The defendant was William 
T. Petherhridge of the firm of Pether- 
bridge & Burns, the arrest having been 
made, Thursday, December 2. The case 
was continued until Friday morning and 
today it was once more continued, this 
time until next Monday afternoon at 2 
o'clock. The continuance was at the re- 
quest ot the defendant, his counsel being 
unable to bo here today. An effort was 
made 
to 
have the 
case continued 


until December 20 or later, but to this 
the 
prosecution 
strongly 
objected 


The outcome of this case Is awaited 


with interest throughout the 
various 


towns and citta of tho stata where com- 
panies of this kind have gone into busi- 
ness. In every place where it haa secured 
a foothold strong opposition has risen 
and a victory for the commonwealth in 
this city will result In test cases in every 
town and city where the business is being 
carried on. It is an impossibility to learn 
the success of the company in this city. 
Several of the firms associated with the 
scheme are open in stating that it is a 
failure so far as they are concerned and 
the decision of the court that it is illegal 
will be hailed with delight. On the other 
hand there are firms who claim 
the 


scheme has greatly increased their busi- 
ness and they feel that it comes under the 
law and should not be prohibited. 


The law is a special act of 1S34, and is 


a modification and specialization of the 
general lottery law, it is entitled, "An act 
to prevent the sale or exchange or dispose 
of any property, meant that a gifc or 
prize is to be a part of the transaction." 
This is the law: 


Section 1. No person shall sell, ex 


change or dispose of any property, or 
offer or attempt to do so upon any repre- 
sentation, advertisement, notice or in- 
ducement that anything other than what 
is specifically stated to be the subject of 
the sale or exchange, is, or is to be deliv- 
ered or received, or in any way connected 
with, or a part of the transaction. 


Section 2. Whoever violates any pro- 


vision of the preceding section shall for 
each offense be punished by a fine of not 
less than $10 nor more than $500. 


The trading stamp company wanted the 


Pittsfield case delayed as long as possible, 
but Chief Nicholson objected strongly. 


When the case was called Lawyer Turtle 


appeared for the commonwealth and 
Lawyer E, M. Wood for the defense. The 
latter stated to the court that the defend- 
ant occupied a peculiar position in this 
matter. 
The Trading Supply compar y 


had promised to furnish counsel. He him- 
self knew but little about the cate. He 
was waited upon by a member of the 
company nnd negotiations made by which 
Lawyer N. D. Pratt of Lowell would ap- 
pear as counsel for the company. Yester- 
day morning he learned thai Mr. Pratt, 
who has successfully defended cases of 
this kind in Lowell, would be unable to 
te in Pittsfield before December 20 or 
later. 


Judge Tucker said that although the 


complaint had been made December 2 
this was the first he had heard regarding 
a continuance. The party who ask for a 
continuance so far as he can see, were not 
'he party on record, but one who had 
another interest in the matter. The fact 
of counsel not being able to come from 
Lowell to try it until the latter part of 
the month was no reason for a delay. If 
the case involved a serious question, this 
might have some force. He felt it did not 
require attorneys with an unusual amount 
of ability to try the case, but if Mr. Wood 
was not ready to proceed he would con- 
tinue the case until Monday. Ho felt it 
was a peculiar case and should be settled 
as soon as possible, 


Lawyer Wood wanted more time but 


it wae decided to take up the case next 
Monday afternoon at 2 o'clock. 
It is 


likely Lawyer Pratt of Lowtll will be 
present nt that time.

who was a police justice when tho storm

Tammany in Ib31, and who seems now <cr 
bo slated to lead the Democratic minority 
in the New York legislature this winter, 
is popularly supposed always to have been 
a T^imnany man, but ho hasn't. 


He quitted the organisation in 1834, 


when it accepted tho nomination of Grovel.' 
Cleveland to tho presidency, notwithstand- 
ing the bitter opposition thereto that had 
been made by prominent Tammany mem- 
bers. Ho is the man about whom Clove- 
laud's celebrated "personal comfort" let- 
for, in which he urged thut Grady shoul.d 
not be returned to the legislature, "uas 
written in 1SS1, and he nc\cr could gee 
over it. Tammanv might forgive, but not 
he. 


Having renounced Tammany and tho 


Democratic party and lacking both in de- 
sire and ability to be counted among the 
supporters ot the Republican ticket, Grady 
that year followed the lead of "tho esteemed 
Sun" and worked boldly for the late Gen- 
eral B. F. Butler, 
During tho campaign 


Grady traveled through the country—ea=t, 
west and south—along with his candidate, 
making rattling good speeches e^ erywherc 
—speeches, by tho way, that are still re- 
membered in certain remote districts as 
marvels of silver tongucd oratory, the 
brand for which he has bccn.famous since 
ho iva& a boy. But Grady remained less 
than a full year out of Tammauy Hall 
and since ISol has supported its policy 
and candidates through thick and thin. 


Grady's term as senator lasts some time 


yet, and he can't have any fat municipal 
office till it expires. But ho seems to be 
slated to represent Tammany at Albany 
all right.

A DEADWOOD POSSE. 


ITS BILL AGAINST THE GOVERNMENT 


FOR HUNTING HORSE THIEVES. 


Turned Down by the Treasury Depart- 


ment—The Department of Justice Sqnt II 
Man Out to Investigate—HIa Report Wat 
Conclusive ami Picturesque. 


Soino years ago, said the philosopher, 


before trolley cars came in and beared the 
horse markut there were numerous crowds 
of organized horse thieves in the wild and 
woolly west who, when not engaged in 
the serious occupation o£ horse, lifting, 
varied their afternoons by Httlo stage rob- 
beries and incidental murders. One of 
these outfits in the neighborhood of Dead- 
wood became especially annoying to the 
authorities and to those citizens who were 
happy or unhappy in the possession of a 
pony. Finally patience ceased to be n vir- 
tue, and the orders came from headquar- 
ters to the marshal of the district to or- 
ganize a posse and bring the gang in so 
that retribution could bo meted out. In a 
short time the department of justice was 
informed thai the posse had been formed, 
had gone on the hunt and had returned 
with three prisoners, who were' turned 
over to tho authorities and whose fate is 
not set down in legend or song. 


After a time, however, the department 


here was grieved by receiving without ex- 
planation a bill reading "the United 
States government,debtor to the Deaclwood 
posse, $1S,000 for the expenses of catching 
three horse thieves." Although with u 
doubting mind, the department sent the 
bill to the treasury department. Tho 
treasury did not spend a moment in doubt- 
ing, 
but with a promptitude and a harsh- 


ness born of long experience turned tho 
bill down—in lact, turned it upside down. 
The auditor did not content himself with 
a turndown, but added some American 
language about people who wanted $1,000 
apiece for catching everyday horse thieves 
when tho variety could bo picked up any 
day on the road i'or $10 a head. Tho 
auditor closed with some uncomplimentary 
allusions to a department that would send 
up such accounts. 
Tho department of 


justice felt even more grief at this rebuke 
than at the receipt of the original bill and 
sent a friend of mine, who was in the 
service, out to investigate the account. 


This man went out to the Deadwood 


neighborhood with a mind filled with 
prejudice. He did not want to go to Dead- 
wood at all. At any rate he began to take 
testimony. 


His first inquiries consisted of an in- 


formal talk with tho big loader of the 
posse, nnd what ha learned went some 
thing like this: 


"How many members were there to that 


horse thief gang?" 


""Well, about 25." 
"And you captured three?" 
"Yes, we put thrco of them in jail." 
"Have (he rest of tho gang been giving 


any trouble since then?" 


"Well, no. They haven't troubled us 


none." 


"Then yon must have captured the lead- 


er?'" 


"Xo. Can't say they was. The three 


we brought in didn't amount to much. 
They only cooked and carried water i'or 
the rest.''

That closed tho first round, nnd nicer 


light refreshment tho inquiry took a new 
line, tho man from the department having 
taken oil some additional prejudice re- 
gjrding the case. 


"Well, how many were there in that 


posso of yours?"

ly." 


"Any fighting?" 
"Well, there was considerable shooting 


and cutting. I believe, five of them was 
ready for tho resurrection." 


"What about the sixth day?" 
'' That day we got the drop on six of 


them in a canyon and had them tied be- 
fore they knew it." 


"What did you do with them?" 
"Well, stranger, the boys hanged them 


sis. Being an officer of tho government, 
01 course I didn't take no hand in it, but 
kept my back turned until is was all over.

Riddle Mr. Hauler's Constru- 


ing of the City Charter. 


A member of the city council has con- 


strued the meaning of sections 54 and 55 
of the city charter, and has condemned 
the official acts of the commissioner of 
public works, upon the assumption that 
his canstruetiou is correct. 


The precs, also, has construed those sec- 


tions, according to political preferences^ 
until a citizen, who makes no claim to 
special knowledge or skill in ths inter- 
pretation of statutes, is more or less iu 


doubt as to the meaning of those sections" 
the powers of the commissioner and the 
justice or iiijustica ofsush critic n us. 


Tiie language of those sections does not 


express their meaning as clearly as could 
be desired, but they cartainly admit of 
but one construction. The interpretation 
we place on such sections is in direct con- 
flict with the interpretation of a member 
of the city council above referred to. The 
interest in the question is of sufficient im- 
portance to justify us in attempting to 
clear up that about which there is now so 
much doubt. 


\*i e shall refer to a copy of the charter, 


printed in the city directory for 1S97 
r 


•the convenience of those citizens who 
may desire to eramine the matter with U5, 


VVIint tlio Charter Says. 


Section 1, on page 141 of the directory 


abolishes the board of public works and 
creates the office of commissioner of pub- 
lic works, defining his powers as tho same 
as those formerly belonging to the board 
of public works, excepting as to burial 
grounds and the poor. 
Turn now to 


section 37, on page 132, wherein such 
powers are defined. Section 37, on page 
132, as amended by section 1, on page 141 
now reads aa follows: "The commissioner 
of public works shall have cognizance, 
direction and controls (a) Of the con- 
struction, alteration, repair, care 
and 


lighting of the streets, ways and side- 
walks" and so 
on as 
to buildings 


sewers, etc. Turn now to Section 2 on 
page 121, and read the last clause of tha' 
section: 
"The executive department 


shall never exercise any legislative power, 
and the legislative department shall never 
exercise any executive power, except as 
herein otherwise provided." 
No where 


in the charter is it provided that the 
council shall have or exercise any control 
or authority over the commissioner of 
public works. 
Ho is directly responsible 


to the mayor. {See Sections 2S and 29, 
page 129.) 


Not the Council's HiiMiuess. 


Therefore it is perfectly clear that the 


powers and authority given the commis- 
sioner are to be exercised by him accord- 
ing to his judgment, free from any dicta- 
tion or control of the city council and 
subject only to the approval of the mayor. 
The claim made that the commisiioner 
should consult the council as to the man- 
ner of repairing or constructing streets or 
sidewalks, and particularly as to the work 
of macadamising Union street, is based 
upon the incorrect assumption that, the 
council had the right to legislate in rela- 
tion thereto, so as to substitute the judg- 
and discretion of the council, for that of 
the commissioner, a proceeding prohib- 
ited by section two of the charter and by 
the general laws of this commonwealth. 


How a street or sidewalk shall be re- 


paired or constructed can only be deter- 
mined by the commissioner and his de- 
cision is only cubject to the will of the 
mayor. This is not a new and arbitrary 
power conferred by our charter, but is the 
same power long conferred by statute 
upon selectmen of towns and superinten- 
dents of highways. By law therefore, and 
by public pylicy, which has separated 
the executive iroin the legislative branch 
of the city government, the power to act 
in reference to highways is exclusively 
vested in the commissioner subject only to 
the authority of the mayor. 


For the Couiints«ioiier'i» Judgment. 
By the charter and by statute the com- 


missioner is expected to exercise his own 
judgment subject to no dictation or con- 
trol of the council. The province of the 
council is separate and distinct from that 
of the commissioner, and the province of 
the commissioner is separate and distinct 
from that of the council. The council has 
no more right to instruct the commis- 
sioner how he shall perform his duties 
than the commissioner has to direct the 
council how to perform its functions. The 
argument therefore that the commissioner 
had no right to macadamize Union street 
without first consulting the council is 
founded upon a fallacy and a misconcep- 
tion of the powers and duties of the coun- 
cil. The council is not the whole city 
government but is only a branch thereof. 


The S50O Contract Argument. 


This brings us to a consideration of sec- 


tions 54 and B5 on page 137. What do 
these words mean, "Whenever mechan- 
ical or other work is EEQUIEED to be 
done, 
• 
at a cost amounting to 


5500 or more?" The construction put up- ' 
011 this language by the member of tbe 
city' council above referred to, is this: f 
When work is to be done for the city at a 
cost amounting to $500, or more, that it is 
KEQXJIKED 
to be done by contract. 


That is not the language of the section 
and such a construction is incorrect. An- 
nually the city council appropriates sev- 
eral thousand dollars, for the construction 
and repair of highways, and if the inter- 
pretation ot such councilman were cor- 
rect, it would be necessary for the com- 
missioner of public worts to advertise for 
bids and to let by contract such work un- 
der tho provisions of section 54, thus 
transferring to a successful bidder for the 
work all the powers and authority of the 
commissioner, stripping the commissioner 
of all authority in relation thereto, rednc- 
!ii!» him to a mere petty officer of city 
government with a salary of §1800. 
Sforclsu Contractors Would J>o Our 


Work. 


If sucli a construction were correct it 


would take away from the people the rijht 
to do their own work, on highways and 
sewers, transfer it to foreign contractors 
and laborers, beeiuse the lowest bidders, 
taking away from our native and citizen 
labor the employment that justly belongs 
to them. Such is not and can not be the 
intention of the charter. 


No "must" About It. 


The section does not read that "When 


mechanical or other work is to be done 
for the city, at a cost amounting to SJ500, 
or more, that it must bo done by con- 
tract," but the language is that when 
such work is required to be dona at a cost 
amounting to f 600 or more. 
Now the 


question arises REQUIRED by whom? 


The answer is BEQtJiRED by the com- 


missioner of public works or the board or 
committee having the matter in chprge. 
To illustrate: 
It may be necessary to 


build a bridge across a stream at a cost of 
over $500. The commissioner may elect 
to build such bridge by employes ot the 
city, under his own supervision, and the 
fact that it will cost more than $500 does 
not deprive him of his authority to so 
elect. But on the-other hand, suppose he 
shall consider that the construction of 
such a bridge can be better done by a 
corporation whose business it is to con- 
struct such bridges and-elects to build the 
same by contract, then he must advertise 
for bids and follow the provisions of Sec- 
tion 54. 


What the Commissioner May 19o. 
Work costing more than $500, he may 


do for the city by the city's employes in 
the uame manner that he may do such 
work costing less tban $500, and so also 
he may EEQUIRE 
any 
work costing 


less than $500 to be done by contract 
in the same manner that he may require 
work costing more than ,*500 to be done 
by contract with this difference only, 
that where the work costs less than §50D,he 
may let it to anyone without obtaining 
bids, while if it costs more than (£500 he 
must advertise for bids. To hold that 
when work costs more than £500, 
it 


must, be done by contract leads to the 
necessary construction that work costing 
less than $500 the commissioner must do 
himself and can not lefc it by contract. In 
other words section 54 does not abridge 
the power or authority of the commis- 
sioner conferred by section 37. He may 
contract all the work or he may do it alb 
no matter the amount of the cost, being 
compelled only to follow section 54 when 
work is done by contract and when the 
cost exceeds ?500, The object of that sec- 
tion is not to reduce the power of the 
commissioner, but to protect the inter- 
ests of the city in the letting of contracts 
above fjOO in value, so that the city may 
have work done by contract at the best, 
obtainable price by healthy competition. 


The Union Worlc. 


The employment of W. H. I^ally to take 


charge ot the work in the Union paying 
him 12A percent of the cost of labor is not 
prohibited hy section 54 or any section of 
the charter but on the contrary was per- 
missible. 
The 
commissioner, having 


elected to do the work himself, had the 
same right to employ W, H. Lally or any 
competent person, as to employ a person 
with pick and shovel. The commissioner 
could pay Mr, Lally by a gross price, 
or by th day, or a sum to ba determ- 
ined by the final cost of labor. Section 54 
is a copy of a similar provision in the 
charters of Boston and other large cities 
and yet these cities without a thought 
that they are violating their charters, do 
a large amount of the work required by 
their respective cities, including paving, 
macadamizing, etc. 


It will be seen, therefore, that our con- 


struction of the charter of North Adams 
is similar in all respects to that adopted 
by the cities referred to.

Report of Committee Heard,

aging Progress Has Been Made;1 


A Fine Building Projected. 


Alumni to be Asked 


to 
Help. 


An ecthn&iastie college meeting was 


held at Williamstown Friday night to 
hear and ratify the action of the commit- 
tee of Williams alumni, professors and 
students appointed last spring to consider 
methods of raising money for the pro- 
posed Youtig Men's Christian association 
building. 


The committee has made encouraging 


pro.jres'i and everything points to the suc- 
cess of the undertaking. The trustees 
nave signified their willingness to give 
sufficient ground, if the full amount of 
money needed can be raised without their 
assistance. 
An endowment fond of 


510,000 is required. The estimated cost of 
a building, which would be the center of

Twenty pledges of ^25 each were secured, 
and the collection of the cards showed 
nearly an equal amount. 
There has now 


been $5,549 secured toward the $10,000 en- 
dowment fund. 


William* alumni all over the country 


are to be urged to contribute and make 
up the needed sum as soon as possible. 
Confidence was expressed that the money 
required for the erection of the building 
would be forthcoming now that the stu- 
dents had manifested their interest and 
their willingness to raise a large part of 
the endowment. It is hoped that the 
commencement of 1899 may witness the 
dedication of the new Young Men's Chris- 
tian association^ hall, a center of social 
and religious life of the college.
